A Matter That Every SportMMO 


in Nevada Is inter- 


ested in. 


The following is a continuation of 


the "Thou Salt Nets" of the new game 


law. 


To destroy, Injure or remove the nest 


or eggs of any of the birds mentioned 
in this act at any time. 


To use at any time a shot-gun of a 


larger calibre than that commonly des- 
ignated as a number ten guage. 


Unlawful to kill at any time for two 


years deer or antelope. 


Unlawful to sell or buy, transport or 


carry antelope or deer. 


Unlawful to be in possession of any 


female deer or fawn, etc. 


Unlawful to buy or sell the meat, 


skin, horns, carcass of any deer, ante- 
lope, elk, caribou, mountain sheep or 
goat. 


Unlawful to use hounds. 
(Exception to the provisions of this 


act is made when a permit is secured 
from the Governor to take the bird or 
animal for the purpose of propagation, 
domestication or scientific purposes.) 


Unlawful to kill or hunt any beaver 


or otter before the first day of April, 
1901. 


Violation of this act is a misdemean- 


or, punishable by a fine of from $26 to 
$200, or Imprisonment In the county Jail 
for a term not exceeding six months, 
or by both such fine and Imprisonment. 
It shall be no defense in the prose- 
cution for the violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act, that the ani- 
mals or birds were taken or killed out- 
side of the State.) 


Transportation companies carrying 


the birds or animals protected by this 
law, dead or alive, are guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. Half the amount of the fine 
collected is to go to the informer.
